Part  1460 — Fats  and  Oils 
restrictions  on  use  of  sperm  oil 

War  Food  Order  37  (9  F.R.  2078,  4319) , 
§  1460.8,  is  amended  as  follows: 

By  deleting  the  provisions  of  para- 
graph (a)  (1)  thereof  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  following: 

(1)  The  term  "sperm  oil"  means  that 
oil  obtained  from  the  sperm  whale,  in- 
cluding, but  not  limited  to,  head  oil,  body 
oil,  or  combined  head  and  body  oil.  The 


War  Food  Administration, 
Summary    to    War    Food    Order  37 
Amended. 

The  War  Food  Administration  has 
amended  War  Food  Order  37  (formerly 


FDO  37)  to  eliminate  "technical  oleyl 
alcohol"  derived  from  sperm  oil  from  the 
order's  definition  of  sperm  oil. 

Effective  May  8,  1944,  WFA  will  allo- 
cate sperm  oil  for  the  manufacture  of 


technical  oleyl  alcohol,  but  the  War  Pro- 
duction Board  will  allocate  technical 
oleyl  alcohol. 

No  other  changes  in  WFO  37  are  made 
by  the  amendment.

Questions  and  Answers 

Food  Distribution  Order  No.  37  was  issued  by  the  War  Food  Administration 
in  March  1943  to  regulate  the  use,  processing  and  delivery  of  sperm  oil. 
Amendment  No.  1,  effective  March  1,  1944,  freed  the  oil  for  essential 
uses  and  eliminated  restrictions  on  its  processing  and  delivery.  (Food 
Distribution  Order  37,  as  amended,  was  redesignated  War  Food  Order  No.  37 
on  April  20,  1944. 

Amendment  1  to  War  Food  Order  No.  37,  effective  May  8,  1944,  eliminates 
from  the  definition  of  sperm  oil  teohnical  oleyl  alcohol  derived  from 
sperm  oil.    In  the  future,  the  War  Food  Administration  will  allocate 
sperm  oil  for  the  manufacture  of  technical  oleyl  alcohol,  but  the  War 
Production  Board  will  allocate  technical  oleyl  alcohol  derived  from 
sperm  oil. 

This  statement  and  Questions  and  Answers  to  Food  Distribution  Order 
No.  37,  Amendment  1,  previously  issued,  are  intended  to  supply  the 
answers  to  some  of  the  questions  raised  by  the  public    For  additional 
information,  write  to  the  Director  of  Distribution,  War  Food  Administration, 
Washington  25,  D.  C. ,  Ref:  WFO-37. 


1.  Q.    Should  manufacturers  of  techni-'.al  oleyl  alcohol  derived 

from  sperm  oil  oontinue  to  apply  for  sperm  oil  to  the 
War  Food  Administration? 

A.    Tes.    They  should  apply  on  form  FDA-478. 

2.  Q.    Should  prospective  users  or  consumers  of  technioal  oleyl 

aloohol  derived  from  sperm  oil  apply  to  the  War  Food 
Administration  for  the  allocation  of  technioal  oleyl 
alcohol? 

A.    No.    They  should  apply  to  the  Chemicals  Bureau  of  the 
War  Production  Board.

With  respect  to  violations,  rights  ac- 
crued, liabilities  incurred,  or  appeals 
taken  under  War  Food  Order  No.  37,  as 
amended,  prior  to  said  date,  all  provi- 
sions of  said  War  Food  Order  No.  37,  as 
amended,  in  effect  prior  thereto,  shall  be 
deemed  to  remain  in  full  force  for  the 
purpose  of  sustaining  any  proper  suit, 


action,  or  other  proceeding  with  respect 
to  any  such  violation,  right,  liability,  or 
appeal.

War  Food  Administration. 
Summary  to  WFO-37 — Partial  Suspen- 
sion. 

The  War  Food  Administration  has  sus- 
pended until  Dec.  1,  1944  the  provisions 
of  War  Food  Order  No.  37  which  have 
limited  the  use,  processing  and  delivery 
of  sperm  oil  since  early  in  1943.  As  a  re- 
sult of  this  suspension  the  use  of  sperm 


oil  for  any  purpose  is  allowable,  but 
users  of  more  than  500  pounds  per  month 
still  are  required  to  report  their  use  to 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census  on  form  BM-1. 

Until  November,  1945,  this  highly  im- 
portant industrial  oil,  produced  from  the 
sperm  whale,  was  allocated  only  for  the 
most  essential  war  uses,  principally  ex- 
treme pressure  lubricants  and  motor  and 
engine  oil  additives.    More  liberal  quan- 


tities were  granted  at  that  time  for  spe- 
cific uses,  and  several  months  later 
(March  1,  1944)  it  was  freed  from  alloca- 
tion for  use  in  the  manufacture  of  lubri- 
cants or  lubricant  additives,  cutting  oils 
or  cutting  compounds,  grinding  oils, 
duplicating  stencils,  hectograph  car- 
bons, carbon  papers,  mimeograph  inks 
and  typewriter  ribbon  inks.

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO  37,  Termination. 

The  War  Food  Administration  has  re- 
voked War  Food  Order  No.  37  which 


limited  the  use,  processing  and  delivery 
of  sperm  oil.  These  limitations  were 
suspended  effective  September  1,  1944. 
Since  that  date,  only  the  reporting  re- 
quirements of  the  order  have  been  in 


effect.  The  revocation  is  effective  De- 
cember 1,  1944,  and  brings  to  a  total  of 
62  the  number  of  War  Food  Orders  ter- 
minated. 
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
